Separation of Land Values—As directed by an act of the 1967 Legislature, the assessor was required to list separate values 
for land and buildings for each of our 6,000 properties. This work was started in 1967 in order that the work be completed 
in time for the 1968 tax warrant. Some 3,000 summation assessments were recalculated and the land values separated. 
This work will be completed in 1968. 


2. Building Permits—Field checks of approximately 250 Building Permits issued were made, including processing and es- 
tablishing of assessments for condition of work as of April 1, 1967. 

3. New Office Techniques—for the preparation of Property Tax Warrant and for the Property Tax Bills were introduced as a 
result of the Addressograph Equipment purchases in 1966. The enormous task of cutting the thousands of metal plates with 
the proper information was completed by the clerical staff in time to print the Tax Warrant and the Tax Bills. The improved 
quality and legibility of the tax records was most gratifying. 

4. Assessment Review—As a result of the large increase in the average assessment due to the 1966 Revaluation (up to 
$10,000,000) the office was flooded with individual requests for review of assessments. This was done on a personal basis 
and each written request was appropriately answered with the necessary information to enable the taxpayer to better 
understand why his assessment was increased and how his new valuation was calculated.

Although many changes of staff took place in 1967, we continued to supply valuable information to many public, civic 


and business groups. The New Hampshire Park Service made use of our early records of Fort Constitution which the State 
hopes to restore. 


The recommendations and suggestions brought outin the State Library Survey of 1967 were followed as closely as possible. 


A valuable addition to our early file of newspapers was the 164 copies of the New Hampshire Gazette for the years of 
1780-1790 as purchased with funds from the Deaconess Elwyn Trust Fund offered by the Portsmouth Athenaeum. A record 
collection consisting of 20 records called ''Voices of Literature'' was also added to the library. 


In most part, books purchased with State aid funds were sets of reference books which, being quite expensive, could not 
have been acquired otherwise, and are now within our Browsing Room. Some titles on the recommended list were out of 
print and accordingly, some second choices had to be made.

DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 


S. Gerard Griffin, M. D. 
Health Office / City Physician 


The Department of Health is under the direction of S. Gerard Griffin, M.D., who is City 
Physician, Health Officer, Chairman of the Board of Health and Chairman of the Building 
Commission. 


The health of the City in the past year was quite satisfactory with no significant rise in 
communicable diseases and no epidemics. The tuberculosis and venereal disease rates 
are low and there were no cases of poliomyelitis and a few cases of infectious hepatitis. 


During the year, routine inspections were made of eating establishments, grocery stores, 
barber shops, etc., and a total of 106 permits were issued as compared to the 115 issued 
last year. 


Complaints and nuisances and violations were investigated. City Welfare cases were 
treated in homes, office, nursing homes and hospital. Physical examinations were given 
to prospective Police Officers and Firemen as well as summer recreation workers. School 
health examinations were given in cooperation with other local physicians and the school 
nurses. International Certificates of Vaccination for foreign travel were validated. 


As Chairman of the Building Commission, all complaints and motions received regarding 
infractions of the Housing Code were investigated and processed as required by Ordinance.

General Statement- 1967 policy, activities, and accomplishments 


During 1967 the Commission embarked on an increasingly diversified program. Greater emphasis was 
placed on the planning and solution of long term as well as immediate problems. Toward this policy, Mayor 
Connors recommended and the City Council approved the appointment of four additional commissioners. 


Additionally, an Executive Committee was appointed by the Chairman to assist the Director in attaining the 
enlarging goals of the Economic Commission. 


Major emphasis was placed in assisting three new manufacturing concerns (which announced commitment 
during 1966) which commenced operations and hiring during 1967. These included Booth Fisheries (150) 
Diaphragm Industries, Inc. (100), and North East Cutting Die Corp. (25). (Figures indicate employment 
levels as of December 31, 1967.) 


With the 40 acre Borthwick Industrial Park fully committed to Booth Fisheries, the Commission concentrated 
its efforts toward research and analysis of numerous sites toward the creation of a new industrial develop- 
ment. During November, the Commission in cooperation with the Portsmouth Regional Development Cor- 
poration, submitted a proposal to the N.H. Industrial Development Authority for the acquisition and de- 
velopment of a 72 acre site on Lafayette Road zoned for industrial use.

The Portsmouth Housing Authority, in the full realization that the issues facing Portsmouth were hard and familiar and 
that there remained no justification for a timid approach to 1967 problems, initiated some of the most far-reaching pro- 
grams possible. Final planning was completed for a five million dollar downtown urban renewal program anticipated to 


begin in 1968 and to become a complete reality four years hence. 


Daily, the need of a major number of senior citizens for housing units became more apparent. The Authority received 
tentative site approval for a 112 unit high-rise structure at the intersection of Middle Street and Richards Avenue. 


Reactivation of the former Court Street site should culminate in 1970 with a 100 unit high-rise structure dedicated to 
Golden Agers. Again, in a far-reaching program, leased housing, combined with federal rent supplement programming 
began with a request for an allocation of 100 such units from the New York Regional Office. 


Working in conjunction with the City Planning Department, a Community Renewal Program was applied for, and follow- 
ing City Council authorization, a draft application for a Concentrated Code Enforcement Program came into being. 


This should bring to Portsmouth a tremendous public works and home improvement plan. 


The Authority started final processing of the famed Strawbery Banke project. Full advantage of recent federal legislation 
providing additional dollar credit for municipal work in the abutting area was undertaken to reduce the overall cost to 


the City for this restoration effort. 


As the renewal endeavor unfolds, we believe the Vaughan Street area will undergo a genuine economic rebirth, tre- 


mendous job creation, and be a major addition to the tax base of the community.

The Portsmouth Civil Defense Auxiliary Police Unit, working under the authority of the Portsmouth Civil Defense Agency 
during the year 1967, has again demonstrated their eagerness to serve their City with many hours of volunteer efforts, 
to help bring about trained personnel in the event of nationwide or local disaster. The following merely points out some 
of the activities accomplished throughout the year. 


INCREASED READINESS INFORMATION SYSTEM: (IRIS) By attending conferences in Concord, Portsmouth now has been 
brought into the new alert system which links the local and State level directly and more closely to national level during 
any type emergency. 


RESOURCES: City Department Directors and managers of City companies were very cooperative during the period we 
were gathering resource information for our EAERGENCY OPERATION CENTER, which will be used by all departments 
during all emergency conditions to better care for the population of Portsmouth. 


EMERGENCY OPERATIONS SIMULATION TRAINING: All departments of the City were represented during the training 
sessions along with various agencies dedicated to aiding those in need. The final exercise proved to all concerned just 
how beneficial the entire operation is to the City's welfare. 


EMERGENCY OPERATIONS CENTER: (EOC) The EOC has progressed to near completion and ground work on furnish- 
ings are underway. The CENTER, being at 28 Penhallow Street, will be the hub of activities throughout any emergencies, 
to care for the City as a whole. 


SHELTER: National Shelter Survey held throughout the State of New Hampshire brought 74.6% of Portsmouth resident 
participation. 


WARNING SYSTEM: Complete inspection to insure proper warning, and a report to be made. 


POLICE UNITS: Many hours were totaled for police duties, and equipment purchased throughout the year to aid them 
in such. Civil Defense training of police duties continued. Graduation of fifteen (15) new Auxiliary, after extensive train- 
ing, which included four (4) women, the first statewide to complete this CD Auxiliary training, and possibly nationwide.

The total cost of operating the Finance Department for the year amounted to $27,163.06 including the cost of the annual 
audit by the State Tax Commission which amounted to $1,791.75. 


Payrolls were processed for 1,180 employees, of whom 732 were employed by the School Department, for a total ex- 
penditure for salaries and wages of $3,730,859.38 with deductions for income tax, social security, retirement, Blue 
Cross, insurance, union dues and credit union amounting to $896,219.59 leaving a balance of $2,834,639.79 as net 
"take home pay" representing our municipal contribution to the local economy. 


The cost of municipal services continues to increase each year and the budget of $5,585,343.14 represented an increase 
of $312,807.58 or 5.9% over the preceding year. 


Municipal revenue other than taxes amounted to $1,718,485.23, a decrease of $52,133.79 from the preceding year. 
Some of the larger items of income were: $908,694.00 from the Federal Grant re: School Maintenance; $228,082.08 
from tuition to the School Department; $188,667.09 from registration of motor vehicles and $233,571.45 from the State 
of New Hampshire covering Interest and Dividend Tax, Savings Bank Tax, Railroad Tax, Sweepstakes and aid for our 
bonded debt on schools and sewers. 


The total credit to Revenue Surplus for the year amounted to $144,795.10 representing an excess of actual over esti- 
mated revenue of $87,533.91 and $57,261.19 from unexpended appropriation balances. 


Municipal borrowing in anticipation of taxes for 1967 amounted to $2,500,000 at a cost to the City of $75,955.54 re- 
flecting the extremely high money market rates during this period. 


A bond issue in the amount of $3,400,000 was issued as of November 1, 1967 for new school construction bearing 
an interest rate of 4.1% for a total interest cost to maturity of $1,463,700. 


The entire municipal operation for all funds showed receipts of $12,652,724.87 and disbursements of $9,511,767.38. 


The municipal Water Department showed a reduction in its operating loss for 1967 in the amount of $19,083.18 as com- 
pared to the preceding year due to the rate increase for all City consumers effected as of September 1, 1967, and we 
are hopeful that the application of this rate increase for the coming year will eliminate the operating deficit entirely.
